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ers Vs. Inflation 


Now that Thanksgiving is over, the attention of 
local residents will be turning to C hristm as. 
Once shopping for gifts begins, consum ers will once 
again notice price increases over C hristm ases oast. 
These increases are the direct result of inflation. 
E conom ists predict the higher prices in evidence 
will not deter shoppers from buying m ore this y ear 
than ever in the past. In fact, som e believe that in­ 
creasing fear of inflation bringing even higher costs 
will lead custom ers to buy now before prices jum p 
even more. 
Is this fight w ith inflation ever going to end, or is it 
som ething th a t A m ericans will just have to learn to 
live with? 
In the p ast few years, inflation has played an 
cru cial part in the lives of A m ericans. R ecent bouts 
w ith double-digit inflation, how ever, have taken the 
heaviest tolls. 
If history is any guide, inflation does not end—it 
only varies as to the rate of price increases. O ver the 
p ast 50 years, consum er prices have typically m oved 
ah ead year by year. 
Throughout th ese tim es of price increases, .there 
have been discernible advances in pace with the 
exception of “ sidew alks”m ovem ent and the deflation 
of the early 1930’s. 
W ith 1975 draw ing tow ards an end, the inflationary 
progression has shown a m uch-im proved trend. The 
Ja n u a ry figures showed an inflation ra te of 11.7 per 
cent. Indicators by Septem ber saw the ra te drop to 7.8 
per cent. 
This is the resu lt of fluctuating m ark et trends in 
w hich some p rice increases a re experienced while 
other trends tend to balance out the total picture. 
Although w holesale prices in October jum ped 
abruptly, industrial w holesale figures increased only 
by 6 per cent. T his is a jum p, yes, but m uch lower 
than in the recen t past and m uch low er than the 
double-digit in creases that have proved calam itous in 
m any situations. 
T here have been price declines, too. Raw com ­ 
m odity 
prices 
have 
nosedived. 
Those 
prices 
typically—although not alw ays—m ove in advance of 
basic m anufactured com m odities. 
While not all prices are declining, the ones th at are 
should help stabilize prices to finished goods. 
W ith these hopeful signs, local C hristm as shoppers 
m ay feel som ew hat better about m aking their pur­ 
chases. Increasing prices a re a norm al p art of life in 
this country.

Ear Fluid Hinders Hearing 


After each cold I get a bubbly 
sensation in my ears. Does fluid 
actually collect there? 
Miss R. L., Neb. 
Dear Miss L.: 
The thin Eustachian tube is 
responsible for bringing air 
through the nose and into the 
middle ear. In this way, the ear 
drum is kept movable. When 
this tube is blocked by a cold, by 
allergy, during a descent in an 
airplane or while scuba diving, 
a blocked feeling occurs. 
Most often, the bubbly sen­ 
sation you describe 
is a 
mechanical one and no fluid is 
present. In some instances, an 
accumulation of actual fluid 
does occur. 
Children with large adenoids 
that obstruct the tube are more 
likely to accumulate thick, 
gelatinous fluid which may be 
responsible for temporary loss 
of hearing. In these cases, 
removal of the adenoids and a 
simple incision into the edr 
drum, releasing this fluid, 
makes the hearing come back to 
normal. 
Ear specialists are able to 
blow air into the Eustachian 
tube of adults and thus deter­ 
mine if the tube is open and if 
fluid is present.

Our newborn child has a red 
birthmark 
on

face. 
Although it is small, we are 
wondering when and if it can be 
removed.

Dear Mrs. R.: 
These so-called “strawberry” 


birthmarks are known by other 
names, too. I mention this 
because many people become 
frightened unnecessarily when 
different doctors refer to the 
sam e condition by various 
names. It might be called 
“angioma,” “hemangioma” or 
“nevus.” 
There is a tendency for these 
superficial discolorations to 
spontaneously disappear as the 
child gets older. In some in­ 
stances, 
when 
a 
large 
discoloration is cosmetically a 
problem, surgery, the ap­ 
plication of dry ice, or elec­ 
trocoagulation may be used. 
The decision depends entirely 
on the nature of the birthmark 
and its size. 
Some women foolishly impose 
on themselves a sense of guilt 
when a child is born with a 
birthmark. The notion that a 
pregnant woman may have 
been frightened by an animal or 
might have taken some drugs or 
a particular food has no 
validity. 
Almost always a birthmark 
has some characteristic shape. 


Our greatest delight came in 
visits to a child care center at 
a silk factory, where pre-school 
age children are cared for 
while mother and father work 
(no problem with day centers 
in China), a primary school at 
a commune, and a children’s 
palace, 
for 
afterschool 
ac­ 
tivities, 
operated 
the 
year 
round for children through the 
middle school years. 
The color of China is brown 
(the vast stretches of earth 
denuded of trees), green from 
the areas under cultivation and 
three plantings (part of Mao’s 
the greening of China pro­ 
gram), and the drab colors of 
the Mao uniform of the masses. 
Except for the children. The 
clothes on the young ones are 
bright splashes of reds, yellows, 
blues, checks and stripes, and 
pigtails or shorter hair tied 
with big bright bows. 
And they are adored by their 
parents. Just as China contin­ 
ues to venerate its aged, it 
continues unabashed affection 
for its small ones. Somehow I 
never saw a fretful, cross, 
demanding 
child 
Discipline 
starts so early apparently— 
kindergarten children were not 
doing sprawling, free-form art; 
they were working from pat­ 
terns. 
In the fields, we saw peasant 
families 
solving 
the 
sitter 
problem their own way: pre­ 
school children were out and 


around 
them 
playing. 
And 
toddler’s clothing is convenient­ 
ly 
constructed 
so 
mamma 
doesn’t have to help at toilet 
time. A slit opens through the 
crotch 
for 
bathroom 
going 
anytime the need arises. 
The children get excellent 
health care. 
We visited a commune clinic 
and saw numbers of outpatient 
children getting treatment and 
inoculation or vaccination. One 
small boy, of IO or ll, was 
receiving 
acupuncture 
for 
“loose bowels”—diarrhea. 
At primary classrooms in a 
Shanghai 
commune, 
we 
watched what obviously were 
well-rehearsed 
performances 
for foreign guests. 
The 6 and 7-year-olds did 
several song and dance combi­ 
nations and all with a message. 
One segment was filled with 
ballet-like movements and our 
interpreter told us the theme 
was, “Children of the Province 
Love Chairman Mao ” 


Another featured a little girl 
in 
bright 
red 
dress 
and 
beribboned pigtails who intro­ 
duced a number as, “After we 
grow up we would like to be a 
worker.” Another group had 
each performer dancing with a 
spindle, woven into a sequence 
“to learn from 
the 
textile 
workers.” 


Fascinating to watch were 


the games. Five-year-olds had 
two small bowls, one filled with 
agates, the other empty. The 
name of the game was to see 
which child could, with chop­ 
sticks, transfer the marbles 
from one bowl to the other the 
fastest. 


On the sidewalks, outside 
classrooms, the game seemed 
to be an Oriental version ol 
jumping rope. Link a batch of 
rubber bands together, forming 
two lines hooked between a 
couple of small trees. 


The idea is to see who can 
double jump the most times 
before feet get tangles. Stran 
gely, we saw no formalized 
playground areas 
anywhere. 
We did see one rope swing. 


A GATHERING OF can­ 
didates rather than lawmakers 
might be an apt way to describe 
the upcoming session of the 
General Assembly.

At least one 
member, Senator King Telle of 
Valpariso, has indicated his 
intention 
to

long 
legislative career. He will not 
seek re-election. 
To date, only William Long of 
Lafayette, has announced for 
another legislative term. The 
early announcement was made 
to end speculation he might seek 
the right to oppose Floyd 
Fithian 
for 
the 
Second 
Congressional seat. Former 
assistant agricultural secretary 
Will Erwin was slated by the 
party to seek the nomination, 
although others are expected to 
enter the field. 
TRADITIONALLY 
THE 
legislature has been favorite 
breeding grounds for political 
seeking advancement. Present 
Governor Otis R. Bowen found it 
a 
good 
platform 
for 
ad­ 
vancement, as did former 
Governor Edgar Whitcomb and 
Senator Birch Bayh, Legislative 
service is not essential for 
advancement, and there are 
other routes. 
Paul V. McNutt, Ralph Gates 
and George Craig found the path 
to the governor’s chair through 
American Legion leadership, 
but the same route failed Gate’s 
son and his become less 
popular. Vance Hartke found a 
route to higher office by service 
as a Mayor, the same path being 


followed by Richard Lugar. 
Legislative service remains a 
political plus, and the first 
announcement from the current 
body came some months ago. 
Robert H. Bales of Danville, will 
seek 
the 
Sixth 
District 
Congressional seat lost by 
Martinsville attorney William 
Bray. Bales has served in the 
General Assembly since 1965, 
and enters what is expected to 
be a crowded field, with three 
other candidates already an­ 
nounced and more waiting in the 
wings. 


FIRST ANNOUNCEMENT of 
the current legislative season 
came from freshman legislator 
Gregory S. Reising. The Gary 
Democrat is an attorney, and 
will seek his party’s nomination 
for attorney general. 


Senate minority leader Robert 
Fair of Princeton has been 
traveling the state since ad­ 
journment of the General 
Assembly seeking support for 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. There appears to be 
little doubt he will announce, 
with only the date unknown. 
Undoubtedly, 
the 
an­ 
nouncement will come prior to 
the Jan. 5 reconvening of the 
legislature. 
With three active contenders 


for the Democratic guber­ 
natorial nomination, doubt 
remains as to who might seek 
the second spot on the ticket. In 
1972, Richard Bodine ran with 
former 
Governor 
Matthew 
Welsh, and had to drop out of the 
legislature. Unlike the vice 
presidential nomination which 
is not won by actively cam­ 
paigning, 
candidates 
for 
lieutenant governor must enter 
and run in the direct primary. 


Lieutenant Governor Robert 
Orr, who will preside over the 
Senate during the upcoming 
session, has indicated interest in 
the U.S. Senate race. He would 
have an easy time seeking 
renomination, encouraged but 
not endorsed by Governor 
Bowen. Advisors tell him he 
would end up fighting for the 
same votes as Lugar if 
he 
entered the senatorial race, 
dividing the field and helping 
Whitcomb. Orr has indicated he 
will 
delay 
announcement 
evidently waiting to see if Lugar 
stumbles.

Carvalho’s refusal to provide 
the government with security 
provoked the ministerial walk­ 
out last week. But an effort to 
oust him failed when Lisbon 
troops threatened rebellion un­ 
less he was reinstated. 
Carvalho’s position in the 
crisis has been controversial. 
He has actively and publicly 
tried to subvert the govern­ 
ment, while at the same time 
rejecting demands from An- 
tunes either to resign or take 
full power for the far left. 
Politicians have interpreted 
Carvalho’s reluctance to as­ 
sume power as due to a fear on 
his part that the move would 
fail because of opposition from 
the heavily populated central 
and northern regions. 
This 
impasse 
and 
leftist < 
dominance in Lisbon’s streets 
has given rise to widespread 
discussion of the government 
shifting its headquarters to 
Oporto, leaving Carvalho and 
the far left behind to create a 
“Lisbon commune” until suffi­ 
cient military forces could be 
mobilized to oust them.

suggestion 
refers back 
to 
the 
“Paris 
commune” created by extrem­ 
ists in the spring of 1871 while 
the French government ruled 
from the provinces. An estimat­ 
ed 20,000 extremists died when 
the government fought its way 
back into the capital 
For a European nation to 
think of provoking a similar 
situation in the latter half of 
the 20th century may seem 
almost unbelievable. But that is 
what is happening in Portugal 
today

“It will be just as easy to 
transmit messages from Los 
Angeles to New York as it is 
from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles,” according to Philip 
Schneider, 
Satcom 
System’s 
executive vice president. 
Since December, 1973, RCA 
Global 
Communications 
and 
RCA Alaska Communications 
have 
been 
leasing 
limited 
channels from Western Union’s 
Westar and Canada’s Telesat 
for the Alaskan communica­ 
tions system. Ground stations 
at Anchorage, Juneau, Nome, 
Bethel, 
Prudhoe 
Bay 
and 
Valdez pick up the signals from 
the satellite and feed them into 
local telephone company cir­ 
cuits. 
Other ground stations are in 
operation already at Valley 
Forge, Pa., and Point Reyes, 
Calif., and new stations are 
planned at Los Angeles, Chica­ 
go, Houston Washington, D C., 
Seattle and in Hawaii. 


“With Satcom, we are at the 
beginning of a new era of 
communications capability in 
the United States,” Schneider 
said. 
For instance, he said, Satcom 
will allow instant communica­ 
tions 
between

platforms or ships far at sea 
and their home office, allow 
schools 
and 
universities 
to 
establish two-way communica­ 
tions with a centrally-located 
data bank, or library, and 
permit low-cost transmission of 
data between bank- branches 
and the home office. 
‘Through satellites, drilling 
ships hundreds of miles off­ 
shore can stay in constant

shore- 
based headquarters,” Schceider 
said. “Even when these ships 
move from site to site, the link 
remains unbroken. 
“The 
driller’s

be 
delayed by congestion on a 
circuit, 
interference 
from 
weather or waiting for the 
establishment of a circuit. 
“Graphics, 
such 
as 
well 
charts, are now transferred by 
boat or helicopter. The same 
charts could be relayed by 
facsimile 
in 
a 
matter 
of 
minutes, instead of days,” he 
said. 
With the future development 
of small 
roof-top antennas, 
Schneider said, Satcom also 
could lower costs of transmit­ 
ting news from wire services to 
newspapers and broadcast sta­ 
tions. 
A second Satcom will be 
launched into orbit next March 
and a third can be launched on 
six months notice if demand 
requires it, Schneider said. 
American Telephone & Tele­ 
graph plans to launch a similar 
communications satellite early 
next year.

B ecause of sin

the sons of Jacob, but because of 
their inner change the danger 
was averted and they went forth 
in brotherly unity to father the 
twelve tribes of Israel. 
But of course this change of 
heart was not entirely their own 
doing 
As Joseph said to the 
brothers at the tim e he revealed 
his identity to them, “God sent 
me before you to preserve life." 
His suffering had been part of 
God s plan under the covenant 
to save the Jewish people from 
starvation. 
For successive generations of 
Jews the reconcilation of Joseph 
and his brothers has played an 
im portant roll in symbolizing 
the unity which has always 
characterized the Jewish race. 
G entiles tend 
to view 
the 
reconcilation as illustrating a 
forgiving spit it which should 
be the hallm ark of Christianity.
